Claim Objections 

Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 1 "Device" 
should be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Jensen in view of Monti et al. 

Jensen teaches a device for limiting the tilting of the head of a seat occupant 
including a plurality of head-support elements 15 in the form of an elongated cushion- 
shaped element which rest on the shoulders of the seat occupant in the intended use 
position (Fig. 2), a connecting section 25 for guiding over and beyond the backrest of 
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the seat, and at least one weight element (col. 1, lines 14-16, and col. 2, lines 13-17) 
substantially as claimed except for the head-support elements completely surrounding 
the neck of the seat occupant and having connecting devices which permit a releasable 
connection of the cushion-shaped element to one another. 

The patent to Monti et al teaches head support elements 47, 49 which completely 
surround the neck of the seat occupant and connecting devices 51 , 53, 55, 57, 59 which 
permit a releasable connection of the cushion-shaped elements to one another to be old 
and well known in the art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to modify the Jensen device such that it had support elements which completely 
surrounded the neck of the occupant and also had releasable connecting devices as 
taught to be old by Monti et al thereby providing the obvious advantage of greater 
comfort for the user. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art fails to teach a head restraining device including, inter alia, a 
connecting section formed by two flexible support elements and having a releasable 
connection between parts of the connecting section, and which have a variable effective 
dimension which is adjusted by an adjustment mechanism or a variable connection 
device.
